I'ASSENGEI! DlSCIl'LINK OX SlIIMOAKD. 


—The recent disastrous event of the wreck 
of ibe steamship Austria has given rise to 
several queries as to the proper discipline 
which.should he maintained on board passen- 
ger ships toiueet such an emergency. We tane 
ileasure in recording the following. Capt. 
Itobert Pearson, who commanded llie first 
steamer on the Pacific for the Pacific Mail 
Swamship Company, and carried the first 
treasure from San Francisco to 1'annma, and 
who is now the popular (ommander ol tbe 
steamer John I,. Stephens, bos Irom the 
commencement adopted the following plan. 
Whenever the vessel under his charge 
leaves the port, be immediately organizes 
the male passengers as follows. A certain 
number arc regularly drilled to meet the 
emergtncy necessary to the culling away 
of the masts; a second squad are exercised 
!n launching boat;; still a third iu passii.g 
buckets of water in case of fire. These 
Jitfercnt companies are exercised about two 
wurs each day during the passage. At 
tlio end of the voyage Capt. P. calls them 
logether, and in a brief speech compliments 
them for their duties. This arrangement 
not oaly affords a pleasant exercise for the 
IJLUxugen, bul wlmi a at more luijiuruuce 
secures a discipline necessary in time of 
danger. 


The prevailing difficulty on board our 


American ships has been the want, not 
only of discipline, but of practical knowl- 
edge, which tbe, plan of Capt. Pearson ob- 
viates. It was this discipline tbat saved 
so many lives in llie two, instances of the 
English 
trnnsjwrn " iiirkenhtad" and 


Amazon." If there was more attention 
iaid to such practical efforts as those of 
;apt. Pearson, we should .not have lo re- 
cord so many heart rending scenes of ship- 
wreck and loss of life.—Doiton Traveller.
